said Prof. Fish. "Their interest in 
politics is more intelligent, keen, and 
widely diffused 
than 
that 
of any 


other people. I believe this may be 
due largely to the fact that they are 
for the most part a homogeneous 
people and that all 
political 
ques- 


tions of importance come before one 
parliament on which the attention of 
the whole nation is centered." 


Speaking of the open-mindedness 


of the English people to conviction 
in the face of facts, Prof. Fish told 
of the miners' situation. When the 
struggle between the operators and 
the miners first 
assumed - import- 


ance, popular sentiment was against 
the miners. 
When, however, "after 


an investigation by a parliamentary 
committee, t;ie facts were put before 
the people, the 
sentiment 
became 


overwhelmingly in favor of the min- 
ers. 
The reverse was true 
in the 


railroad situation. 


Prof. Fish spoke of the character- 


istics, customs and traditions of 
English life. 
England, he declared 


is the home of individualism, the 
family_is the unit.

WILLIAMS TALKS SENSE 


O 


CCASIONALLY . there 
are 


signs of returning sanity in 
the halls of Congress. 
To- 


date, the only remedies that have 
been offered by congressmen to meet 
the present condition of unrest are 
those of repression and intimida- 
tion. A lot of old fogies in the sen- 
ate and house of representatives are 
still undi;r the hallucination that 
ideas can be put in jail and that a 
state of mind can be deported. 


It is all the more surprising 


therefore when a reactionary of the 
type of John Sharp Williams rises 
in his place in the senate and talks 
horse sense on this subject. 
Mr. 


.Williams recently gave, voice to the 
following in the senate: 


"If I had my way I would make 


every fool in the United States who 
advances a fool doctrine utter them 
'out loud,' so that the people who 
have common sense may hear and 
com'bat them. I share with Mr. Jef- 
ferson the idea that 
error has no 


dangers so long as reason is left free 
to combat it. If I did not share that 
opinion, then I would lose my confi- 
dence in democracy, because I would 
lose my confidence in "the common 
sense of most," which, as Tennyson 
says, is held to be the hope upon i 
which we may rely to 'hold fietful ! 
realms in awe.' Of course, if a man ' 
has no confidence in the common 
sense of most, has no confidence in 
humanity and his fellow men's rea- 
soning capacity, their common sense 
and their common conscience, then 
his first idea is to repress every er- 
ror, but we have learned—and learn- 
ed long afro, I hope—that the best 
way to combat error is to let it show 
its head and then hit to combat it. 


"Why. not only political errors but. 


religious errors of every sort exist. 
There never yet was a faith so in- 
fernally absurd that it would not 
find a martyr, whether that faith 
were religious or political. But it is 
the part of wisdom to leave it as free 
as possible, partially -because it has 
a right to foe free, and still more be- 
cause that is the best way of over- 
coming it. 


"The revolutions that have occur- 


red in Russia grew out of repression, 
[lad there been the opportunity for 
:he last hundreds years for Russians 
:o discuss matters in public and for 
fools to make foot utterances where 
they could be heard and answered 
jy wise men, or at least (by men hav- 
ing more sense than they, whether 
u-ise or r.ot, the Russian 
revolution 


never would have taken place. The 
same thing is absolutely true of the 
extremes of the French Revolution, 
It is true to a certain though to a 
less extent than in Russia of the 
Soartacan movement in Germany. 
The best way to strengthen a lot of 
conspirators who are at the same 
time more or less asses, absolutely i 
ignorant of the economic laws of the ! 
world, is to force them to private 
meetings of every malign and mur- 
derous description, and to keep their 
propaganda amongst themselves, in- 
stead of giving an opportunity for 
men who do know something—al- 
though most men do not know much, 
ourselves included—about the laws 
of, nature and economics to combat 
and defeat their doctrines. 


"So I wanted to utter a word of 


warning here, that we might not 
make the mistake that nearly every- 
body makes at times when the pen- 
dulum of the clock has gone too far 
in one direction, and that mistake is 
to make the pendulum of the clock 
not only go as far as natural reac- 
tion would carry it. 'but by artificial 
acceleration go still farther in the 
opposite direction. After all is said 
and done, the bust thing, not for the 
uttcrer, not for the publisher alone 
of false and dangerous miaborn doc- 
trines, but for the world, is to let 
opinion be free for utterances, and 
let counteraction be equally free for 
utterance. 


"Of course, when the opinion takes , 


the shape of absolute license and the | 
encouragement of violence against | 
the Government itself instead of re- 
sorting to the ballot box, a different 
principle comes into operation, and 
that is the principle of curbing vio- 
lence, and r.ot only curbing violence 
but curbing incitntion to violence. 
That ough't to be the only limit to 
the freedom of utterance, to wit, to 
curb violence itself and active incita- 
tion to violence. You do that on be- 
hslf of the public'peace, not because 
you are afraid of the error, not be- 
cause you distrust humanity's com- 
mon sense and common conscience, 
r.ot because you are afraid that that 
sort of thing will gain a sufficient 
number of adherents to govern your 
country, 'but because it leads imme- 
diately to disturbance of the peace, 
and it is the duty of every govern- 
ment to stop that. Further than that 
government ought not, in peace 
times at r.ny rate, to go. 
In war 


times it is sometimes important to 
treat certain elements 
as if they 


were 'friends of the enemy,' or as if 
they were spies, as they very fre- 
quently virtually are. 


"Whila 
we 
arc counteracting' 


things that arc wrong, we must not 
ourselves go too far in the opposite 
direction, and ourselves perpetrate i 
wrong. In that case 
while sup- i 


pressing new things we might in the 
melee ineffectually fight against ana 
postpone some true things. •

It requires. only a glance at the map to 


see that the British have succeeded in es- 
tablishing themselves 'in places where they 
control the paths of the sea. Without the 
strongest navy in the world, their hold on 
southern Asia would be precarious. Mis- 
tress of the seas, Great Britain fears no 
rival. 
She commands: Europeans and Asi- 


atics and Americans alike must obey. The 
commercial advantage of this thorough A-si- 
atic extension of British eminent domain is 
incalculable.

ers and merchants born Britons—if they 
desire to trade any here. In southern Asia 
the handicap in their favor is greater than 
elsewhere.

Perim Island 
and Aden control the Strait of Bob-el-Man-' 
deb at the outlet of the Red Sea. The islands 
01 Adb-d-Keru and Sokotra, off Cape Guar- 
dafui, are sentinels at the entrance of the' 
Gulf of Aden. On the southeastern side of 
the Arabian peninsula, the Kuria Muria 
Islands and Bay make a precious coaling 
station of a kind that the British were will- 
ing to fig-ht to prevent France from o'btain- 
ir.g. The Bahrein Islands dominate the Per- 
sian Gulf, with Koweit at the upper end of 
the gulf. Possession of the Laccadive and 
the Maldive Islands, the Chagos Archipela- 
go, and Ceylon makes India secure. 
The 


Andaman and the Nicobar Islands watch, 
over the western exit from Malacca Strait, 
while the Federated Malay States and Sing- 
apore give Great Britain control of Malacca 
Strait. Sarawak, Brunei, and British North 
Borneo are on the strategically important 
side of the Dutch island of Borneo. British 
North Borneo is close to the Sulu Archipela- 
go and other islands of the Philippine group. 
Hongkong :s the great port of southern 
China, Weirhai-wei, near the end of the 
Shantung peninsula opposite Port Arthur, 
stands ready to dispute with Japan the con- 
trol of the exit to the sea of the most im- 
portant and populous portion of the Chinese 
Empire. 
In brief, by the terms of the peace we aie 


asked to guarantee, Great Britain may trail 
her guns upon every ton of shipping upon the 
high seas. Out of this war Great Britain has 
won the Island of Cyprus, controlling the east- 
ern end of the Mediterranean- Sea. 
She has 


transformed the Red Sea, a great highway to 
the oast, into an English lake by establishing a 
protectorate over Egypt, and by setting up 
Hedjaz in Arabia.

The Bagdad Railway 


B 


UT, the extension of British control over 
trade routes by sea is less remarkable than 


her newly won control of the highways of .trade 
on the land. 


The most striking gain of Great Britain from 


the war is the control of the "oldest trade route 
of the world"—the "royal road" from Europe 
to Asia, coveted by world conquerors for thou- 
sands of years, the valleys of the Tigris and 
Euphrates Rivers in Mesopotamia, now trav- 
ersed -by the Bagdad Railway. 


Today British troops occupy Mesopotamia, 


amidst the ruins of the ancient empires of the 
Assyrians, the Babylonians, the Greeks, the 
Persians, the Romans, the Ara'bs, and the 
Turks. The city of Bagdad, with a population 
in ancient times of 2,000,000 souls, is adminis- 


tered today—a city of 250,000—by Great Brit- 
ain. The Btfdad Railway, since January, 1919, 
has been -under the administration of British 
military authorities. 


The new state of Palestine, which is to go to 


Great Britain as a mandate, is now occupied by 
a British army. 
Upon the completion of the 


unfinished section of the Bagdad Railway, the 
Suez Canal will be linked with the Persian 
Gulf. Great Britain thus emerges from the war 
in possession of this great commercial high- 
way, giving her unchallenged domination over 
the commerce between Europe and Asia, both 
by sea and by land. 


British Naval Supremacy 


G 


REAT BRITAIN'S control of the seas has 
been strengthened by ..nother circumstance. 


The war' has left Continental Europe without 
a great naval power. The German navy, which 
checked British supremacy, has been sunk. Rus- 
eia's navy has been disorganized and crippled. 
Austria, with what was once a formidable naval 
force, is left by the Austrian treaty without an 
outlet to the sea. The net result of the war, so 
far as naval strength is concerned, is the elimi- 
nation of all rivals of Great Britain. Even the 
combined navies of the United States and Japan 
would be greatly inferior to that of Great Brit- 
ain. 


What is true of navaT strength is likewise 


true of the merchant marine. But I stop here 
for a moment to introduce the opinion of the 
greatest naval expert that the "ast generation 
produced as to the effect upon the commercial 
.and industrial destiny of a people of the navai 
control of the seas.' 


Put any single nation in control of the seas, 


and I lay it down as a. maxim that you hava 
given to that nation the arbitrary power to con- 
trol the. commercial and industrial development 
of the world; and in support of that statement 
I ofTer the opinion of Admiral Mahan, univer- 
sally accorded first position among the naval 
authorities of modem times. Listen to what lie 
says in his great work on "Sea Power": 


• 
The world has long been accustomed to 


the idea of predominant naval power, coup- 
ling it with the name of Great Britain, and 
it has'been noted that such power, when 
achieved, is commonly often associated with 
commerical and industrial predominance, 
the struggle for which is now in progress 
between Great Britain and Germany. 
He wrote before the Gorman war, and ha 


wrote with an understanding as to what caused 
the World War which has occupied the stage of 
human events for the last four or five years. 
He understood it was not a question of civili- 
zation, but a question of industrial development 
and commercial control. 


Such predominance— 
That is, naval predominance— 


forces a nation to seek, markets and, where 


possible, to control thorn to its own advan- 
tage by preponderant force, the ultimate 
expression of which is possession. * * * 
From this flow two results: The attempt 
to possess and the organization of force by 
which 
to 
maintain 
possession 
already 


achieved. * * * This statement is sim- 
ply a specific formulation of the general 
necessity stated; it is an inevitable link in 
the chain of logical, sequences—industry, 
markets, control, navy bases. 


Given those, you have the domination of 
commercial power. Given those, to the ex- 
tent that you can control the world, you can 
control the trade and commerce of the- 
world. 
Mr. President, the man in whoso hands fate 


had placed the destinies of this Nation, without 
a question, without argument, without reserva- 
tion, at once yielded, on the eve of the writing 
of the terms of the armistice, to the demands of 
Great Britain that the control of the seas should 
be reserved to her. 


By this act he made good the boast of Lloyd- 


George in his speech at Glasgow, June 29, 1917, 
when he said: • "Britain will rule the waves 
through the war and after the war." 


After he had taken this country into the war 


on the ground that our rights on the sea had 
been interfered with, and that they must be 
maintained; that there must be open pathways 
on the sea; that the rights of neutrals on the 
sea were sacred; President Wilson sat down at 
the peace table'and surrendered to Great Britain 
the absolute control of the seas. In God's name, 
is there to be found anywhere in the history of 
the nations of the world such a betrayal? And 
you who are supporting the confirmation of the 
pledges made in this treaty are indorsing that 
action, ar.d will be held to account for it some 
day by the American people. 


People Get The Facts 


ORAL questions, national honor, vital in- 
terests, are all thrown into the discard and 


onto the dust heap, in order that"'wc may be 
members of a league that makes us the tool of 
Great Britain. 


You may foreclose debate here, you may 


pass your cloturcs and shut out discussion on 
this floor, but you can not stop debate before 
the American peoplo. We have, it is true, meas- 
ures pending here looking to that end. We have 


M 


several of them. 
We have one reported from • th,, raw n-aterial. 


importing to England great quantities of meat, 
wool, wheat, dairy products, copper, .tin, lead, 
timber, and coal. 


She had South Africa, with a'monopoly on the 


diamond supply of ."the world, importing over 
$30,000,000 in stones to England in 1918, and 
supplying wool, coal, hides, and skins. 


Now, Mr. President, can it be argued that it 


is conducive to the peace of the world and of 
the general welfare of the nations for one 
power to extend its control over the raw ma- 
terials of the earth? 
Is it true that Great 


Britain follows a benevolent policy of sharing 
her advantages with other countries? 


Fortunately, some information is available on 


this point. 
In March, 1918, the Dominions 


Royal Commission, which had spent five years 
touring the British Empire, made its report to 
the British Government. It reminded the Eng- 
lish people— 


That the Empire had substantially a 


monopoly of the world's product of certain 
most valuable commodities of corr.merce. 
And it gave this significant advice: 


It is not difficult 
* * * to imagine 


conditions even in times of peace, in which 
it might become desirable to use the pos- 
session of these assets as an instrument of 
commercial advantage. 
The1 practical mo- 


nopoly of potash which Germany possesses, 
has-enabled her to assert pressure on other 
countries in the past, and the controversy 
between Germany and the United States in 
1911, may be mentioned on an example of 
the influence which the possession of a raw 
material monopoly gives in negotiations 
between two powers. The possession of as- 
sets such as the Canadian asbestos and 
nickel si'(f>!ics could be used by the British 
empire as a powerful means of economic 
defense. 
The commission recommends -that Canada 


supplant American capitalists in the manufac- 
ture of asbestos and nickel products, in both o£ 
which industries Canada holds a monopoly over 


the Judiciary Committee that, construed 
<by 


some of the courts, will stop criticism of ad- 
ministrations. ' 


Mr. FRANCE. They will so construe it, too. 
Mr. LA FOLLETTE. It will be so construed 


by some of the courts. Some of the Federal 
courts have shown themselves to be the abject 
tools of the special interests. 
I say that and 


I mean it, and I am going to take the floor one 
of these days and review the decisions of that 
•i-dge at Indianapolis who issued the injunction 
against the coal miners, an injunction that can 
not be sustained for a minute by any decisions 
of the courts or by any construction of the law. 


British Control of Raw Materials 


R. PRESIDENT, I have said that control 


of raw materials is one of the bases of 


modern world power. 
By the peace set- 


tlemdr.t, Great Britain acquires control over 
vast natural resources and unlimited supplies of 
raw materials. 


Before the war England was not at a disad- 


vantage in .his respect. 


She had Canada, with an area of -1,000,000 


square miles, 30 per cent of which is'suitable for 
agriculture, supplying wheat, oats, and 'other 
foodstuffs; with immense resources of coal and 
oil, both as yet untouched, and with rich de- 
posits in nickel, zinc, lead, tin, copper, silver, 
and gold. 


She had India, with 225,000,000 out o'f a total 


population of 315,000,000 engaged in agricul-

The commission commends 


the existing Canadian legislation which prohib- 
its foreigners from obtaining title over petrol- 
eum lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Al-berta, 
and othcr.Dominion Provinces. On page 1S3 cf 
the report, the commission sums up its "main 
conclusions and recommendations" on this sub- 
ject as follows: 


We regard it as vital that the Empire's 


supplies of raw material and commodities 
essential to its safety and well-being should 
be, as far as possible, independent of out- 
side control. As the first step toward as- 
certaining how such independence can bo 
secured, we recommend that an immediate 
survey should be undertaken of the relation 
between Empire production and Empire re- 
quirements of these materials anu commod- 
ities, such survey to be made by an imperial 
development board. 
Mr, President, I.have quoted at length from 


this important document because I anticipata 
the argument of those who favor the support 
by this country of Great Britain's imperial am- 
bitions, and who would bind the United States 
to aid in maintaining the status quo of the Paris 
peace settlement. 
These gentlemen believe, so- 


close are the natural ties between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States, that the two nations 
will work hand in hand and that whatever gains 
accrue to the British Empire will be shared by 
the United States. 


Ah, Mr. President, that hope finds no support 


in the frank recommendations of this commis- 
sion. Suggestions that monopolies of raw ma- 
terial may be used as "instruments of commer- 
cial advantage;" that they are valuable in "ne- 
gotiations between two powers;" warnings to 
Canada that she must eliminate "foreign con- 
trol" of her nickel ores, and recommendations 
that stringent regulations against foreign in- 
vestments in petroleum, coal, iron, wood, pulp, 
and other natural resources be enacted in every 
part of the realm—are these the words upon 
which we are to base our hope for future fa- 
vors ? 


The gentlemen overlook the fact that the 


United States is now Great Britain's principal 


. competitor 
in commerce, manufactures, and 


finance. They forget that the British foreign 
office, acting without restraint from Parliament 
'and often without the knowledge of that body 
as to the policies it pursues, is eternally vigi- 
lant for the protection and aggrandizement of 
British trade interests throughout the world. 


If .there -wore not more, vital political and 


moral considerations at stake, our selfish inter- 
ests-should restrain, us from guaranteeing an- 
other natio'n's claim to the natural wealth of the 
earth. Monopoly does not breed generosity or 
regard for the rights of others. Monopolies are 
•acquired, maintained and exploited for one ob- 
ject, and that object is self-aggrandizement. 


Why American Mandate In Armenia

F any many is in doubt as to what the United 
States may expect under the peace ;settle- 


ment, he has only to look beneath the surface 
of the proposed -mandate in Armenia.

South of Armenia lies Mesopotamia, describ- 


ed by Maj. T. Alexander Powell, United States 
Army, former American vice-consul genera! ir. 
Syria (Review of Reviews, April, 1919, p. 407;, 
as— 
, 


The richest of these Asian lands.* * • 


This Mesopotamian region has almost un 
limited agricultural possibilities. Though :': 
is today the most sparsely populated par; 


_ of the Turkish Empire, it was in ancient 
times the most densely populated part of 
the world. * * * According to the painstak- 
ing and conscientious investigation of Sir 
William Wilicocks, the irrigable area of 
Mesopotamia is from two to three,iimes as 
large as that of Egypt. "Cotton, sugarcane, 
corn, cereals, opium, and tobacco will flour- 
ish on the banks of the Euphrates as they 
do in the valley of the Nile. 
The writer states that Mesopotamia is capa- 


ble of supporting 30,000,000 people, and sug- 
gests that this land will "be used by Great Brit- 
ain as an outlet for overcrowded India. 


The new British dependencies in Africa are 


also rich in natural resources. Togo produces 
cotton, oil, rubber; Kamerun produces rubber, 
ivory, cocoa, palm oil, hnrd woods; Southwest 
Africa, Battle, sheep, ar.d rich resources of iron, 
copper, tin, gold, and diamonds; East Africa, 
rubber, ivory, coffee, coal, iron, lead, copper. 


•British Tariff Policy 


I have shown Mr. President, how Great Brit- 


ain controls the raw materials of the world, I 
have sketched roughly her control of tile trade 
routes by land and by sea. That she controls 
the markets of the world as the result of her 
vast political empire can hardly be questioned. 
I Khali not take time to prove the obvious fact 
of her supremacy in Africa, Asia Minor, and 
Asia, .where the most profitable markets are to 
be found. 


Now, Mr. President, if we are to guarantee 


to another nation a world monopoly of trauo 
routes, raw material, and markets, the respon- 
sibility is upon the senate to take into account 
the obvious results of that policy. 


I recommend to Senators who have shown 


themselves zealous in the protection of Ameri- 
can business interests a study of the tariff 
policy of Great Britain. 


Since 1S97 the system of "preferential tariffs"1 


has been extended throughout the British Em- 
pire. To quote a British authority (J. Watsor. 
Gricc, "The Resources of the Empire," p. o2): 


In large measure the maintenance of the 


trade of the mother country with the domin- 
ions, and the steady expansion in the trad- 
ing relations of each of the dominions with 
other portions of the Empire, reflected in 
the adjoining tables, have been assisted and 
encouraged by the preferential treatment 
which has been accorded by each of the do- 
minions to certain products and manufac- 
tures of various parts of the British Eia- 
piro. 
The same authority notes that, under the re- 


vision of the Canadian customs tariff of I:1?". 
with the enactment of a "preferential tari.'Y." 
a "generr.l tariff," and an "intermediate tariff,'' 
American goods "pay the general tariff rates 
on importation into the 
Dominion, and that 


from April, 1903, to February, 1010, German 
goods were subject to a surtax of or.e-third of 
the duties under the general tariff." 


Since the close of the war, plans have been 


laid to revise the preferential tariffs of the 
British Empire and to heighten the "tariff wall" 


patience, with this .country for'not immediately. ' su£rojmdil]e the 
taking over the government of Armenia. 


A competent American authority, Frank H. 


Simonds.(Review of Reviews, September, 1919, 
p. 266), declares that the occupation of Armenia
